It has been proved abundantly during 
the last few days that the Free State 
Government’s decision to abolish the 
British Register must ruin the country’s 
medical schools and universities, without 
a -particle of compensation fof ‘this 
appalling loss. Ministers talk of the 


they. assume the admission of Free State 
doctors to the Colonial Register, and for 
that purpose they must acknowledge in a 
different, but not less strict, though far 
less profitable form, the authority of the 
General Medical Council. The recent dis- 
cussions have tended to cloud the issue 
with technicalities; but the essential facts 
are very simple and the public must not 
lose sight of them. As a happy legacy 
of her late partnership in the United 
Kingdom, the Free State still enjoys and, 
if she chooses, can retain permanently, 
the benefits of the world's supreme 
medical charter. Under that charter her 
sons have won fortune and professional 
fame in every part of the British Empire. 
Their Government now ordains that they 
shall abandon these privileges, and that 
our present and future students shall 
take the definitely lower status of the 
Colonial Register. Naturally, the Free 
State's citizens who in future will adopt 
the career of medicine will mot accept this 
grievous disability. Within a few hours’ 
journey—in Belfast, London and Edin- 
burgh—they can find medical schools where 
their studies will be rewarded with the 
higher status. They will flock to those 
schools. In a short time the Free State's 
medical schools will cease’ to exist, and 
the lamp of science will be extinguished 
in centres where it has burned brilliantly 
for two hundred years. 

As Saint Paul was born into the world- 
wide boon of the Roman citizenship, so 
the Free State’s medical schools have been’ 
born into the world-wide boon of the 
British charter. Why should they be 
compelled now to sell that birthright for 
the pottage of the Colonial Register? Who 
wants the change? What forces have 
compelled the Government to throw this 
strange and sudden obstacle across the 
path of national progress?

Greater issues are at stake than even: 
the future oí the Free State's “medical: 
schools.. Two ideals are at war to-day in 
this country. One is that ideal of inter- 
national culture which admits no barriers 
to the march of science and seeks to keep 
Ireland in the forefront of the ever- 
advancing movement of human thought. 
It is this ideal which justifies logically, 
as well as economically, the administrative 
union of the medical professions of Great 
Britain and Ireland. The other is the 
parochial ideal which would put on our 
country a double bereavement of the bzain 
and soul. By the accident of fate Ire- 
land missed the blessings of the Roman 
civilisation; and now some of her sons 
seek to ‘solate her from the civilisation 
of the twentieth century.

Links of Air. 

After several years of strange inactivity 
the British people at last seem to be 
awakening to the enormous possibilities of 
ciyil aviation. A party of experts left London 
yesterday for the East, where the first step 
will be taken to establish an Imperial air 
girdle from England to Australia. The 
promoters of the scheme have ambitious 
plans. They propose eventually to 
organise a relayed mail 
London to the Antipodes, 
urgent correspondence may be transmitted 
in less than five days. The first link .n 
this chain will be forged from Egypt. to 
India. Important mails will be trans- 
ferred from the steamers at Kantara, near 
Port Said, to high-powered aeroplanes 
which will carry them across 2,400 mile 
to Karachi; and it is anticipated that, i 
all goes well, at least a week will be saved 
in the journey of a letter from London to 
India. For the moment this stage of the 
larger scheme is the only one that is likely 
to yield economic results. When this 
service is under weigh, its. promoters intend 
to link it ap with London, on the one 
hand, and with Port Darwin, in North 
Australia, on the other. The line from 
London through Italy and Greece to Kan- 
tara will not be difficult to develop. 
The other portion—from Karachi to 
Port Darwin—will not be so easy.

We rejoice that 
Britain is not lagging behind the rest of 
Europe. Last week two Frenchmen flew 
completely round the Continent, including 
Moscow in their itinerary, in the almost 
incredibly brief space of three days. The 
Germans have a highly organised system 
of air services throughout their country ; 
and even Soviet Russia is devoting much 
time and thought to aerial develop- 
ment. . The establishment of amateur 
air clubs in England is a step in the right 
direction, and it is tombe hoped that the 
development of inter-Imperia) air services 
will stimulate public interest throughout 
the Empire.

The fact is that 
public confidence in the Corporation has been 
shaken, and not for the first time.”’ 

The statistics of Ulster crops and lve 
stock, iss recently by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, make very melancholy reading. 
A decrease is universal, the only variation 
being in the amount. In three cases—those 
of wheat, oats and potatoes—the total 
ploughed area is the lowest on record. In 

view of the reputed alarming shortage of 
flax, it is interesting to note that there are 
now five thousand fewer acres under cultiva- 
tion than there were twelve months ago. 
The number of cattle has decreased by 
70,000 to 665,600, a figure which is the lowest 
on record since 1865. Sheep, which are at 
present relatively more profitable than cattle, 
have nevettheless fallen by 26,000. Figs 
are 28,000 down, agricultural horses 4,000 
down, and in poultry, the old and unfailing 
stand-by of .the farmer's wife, the decrease 
is just under a quarter of a million. Many 
reasons may, and doubtless will, be advanced 
for this downward trend, but the only true 
explanation is that farming under present 
conditions does not pay. The over-emphasis 
that has been pla on Belfast's industries 
has rather blinded outsiders to the fact that 
Northern Ireland, like Southern Ireland, is 
primarily agricultural, Furthermore, the 
problem’ in both is, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the same—inefficiency; and the same 
remedy—co-operation—applies to both, The 
first man to weld the farmers of Ireland into 
one solid mass for buying and selling pur- 
poses will have deserved well of his country.

VIEWS ON THE VICEROY’S

SIMLA, Friday.

RESCUE OF JUNK'S CREW, 


RR“ 


HEAD LINE CAPTAIN 
HONOURED, 


- 


The Lerd Mayor of Belfast (Sir William 
Turner), yesterday presented Captain J. W. 
Finlay, of the steamship Fanad Head, 
with the insignia of the order of Kim-Kam 
and a diploma, which had been awarded to 
him by the Government of Annam, fr 
rescuing a junks crew when sailing between 
Saigon and Koh-si-:Chang on the 15th of last 
February. The presentation took place at 
th Marine Board offices in Belfast. 

Commander White explained the circum- 
stances in which the crew was rescued. He 
said that on the 15th of last February the 
hanad Head was proceeding from Saigon to 
Koh-si-Chang. ‘At about 2 p.m: a junk was 
sighted on the port bow showing distress 
signals. The course of the Fanad Head was 
altered to ascertain the trouble. 

Che junk’s crew were all on deck, some 
gesticulating wildly and others in the atti- 
tude of prayer. A closer inspection showed 
that she had lost her rudder, and had had 
most of her sails blown away, and, further- 
more, she appeared to be in a very leaky 
state. 

As there was a possibility of some infec- 
tious disease on board the captain proposed 
to take the junk in tow. It proved how- 
ever, that none of her crew could speak any 
language but their own, and it was very diffi- 
cul’ to get them to understand what was pro- 
posed. The men were suffering from hunger 
and thirst, and endeavoured to satisfy those 
wants as early as possible. Ultimately a 
tow rope was secured, but as the junk had 
suffered very severely in a recent storm, and 
was leaking badly, Captain Finlay decided 
that it would be impossible to tow her, even 
at slow speed. 

[he tow rope was then cast off, the 
Fanad Head was monoeuvred alongside the 
junk, and the crew were transferred: to the 
Faned Head, but otherwise made comfort- 
able, and the vessel arrived at ' Koh-si-Chang 
at noon of the following day, where they 
were handed over to the French Minister at 
Bangkok. The junk before being abandoned 
was set on fire, as she would have been a 
serious menace to navigation. 

It was learned afterwards from an in. 
terpreter that hailed from Fi-a-Foo that she 
had been blown off the land in a storm which 
swept the Gulf of Siam, and had been more 
than a month at sea. Provisions had run 
out. the crew had been seven days without 
lood, and for three days had had very .ittl- 
water. The junk, when her crew was res- 
cued, was about 200 miles South of Bangkok 

‘he Lord Mayor, in making the presenta- 

congratulated Captain Finlay and his 
on their gallantry. He said that 
| was not the first occasion on 
which Captain Finlay had carried out 
rescue work. He had received a gold watch 
and chain from the owners. of the steamship 
Untaneda for the rescue of the entire crew of 
that vessel when she capsized in mid-Atlantic 
in January, 1921. He was further. awarded 
a silver cup by the King of Norway, and was 
aiso, with his chief officer, Mr. Black, awarded 
the Emile Robin award of. the Shipwrecked 
Mariners’ Society for the most meritorious 
rescue of the year. The Lord Mayor added 
that such gallantry was just what he would 
have expected from Captain Finlay and his 
crew, 

The French Consul (Mr. Jean Lesfargues) 
was now a Companion of the First Class in 
the French Protectorate of Annam. 

Captain Finlay, in returning thanks, said 
that he believed that what the Annam Go- 
vernment really had in mind was a tribute 
to the British Mercantile Marine, and in that 
spirit he gratefully accepted the decoration. 
The chivalry of the crew was as much an 
article of faith as the freedom of the seas with 
British sailors.

THE 


“ALWAYS WASTEFUL TO 
UNDER-ADVERTISE.” 
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A lecture on “Economy in Advertising” 
was given at the Drapers’ Summer School at 
Oxford by Mr. C. B Wiles, merchandise 
manager of Harrods, Ltd. He said that the 
great London stores spent widely valying 
sums in advertising. He fancied that he 
should not lead them far astray if he set 
down these amounts at from about £100,000 
a year to £500,000. Reckoning the advertis- 
ing outlay in terms of percentage upon the 
year's trading, it would be safe to estimate 
that. these figures represented from 23 per 
cent. to 5 per cent. of the entire turnover. 

A recent calculation of the total amount 
spent in advertising in the newspapers and 
periodicals in this country revealed a figure of 
thirty-two millions sterling, and a further sum 
of seven millions was allocated to poster 
advertising. It was estimated that the United 
States spent annually 260 millions sterling in 
advertising. 

REAL ECONOMY. 

Real economy in advertising did not start 
with advertising at all, but with the worth:- 
ness of the product to be advertised. Adver- 
tising never yet made a permanent success of 
a article. No one could ever know the 
millions that had been lost on futile advertis- 
ing of one sort or another. Part of the busi- 
ness of the advertising man was to know the 
psychology of the lie: | 
easily the advertised commodity had been a 
millstone round the neck of many a campaign. 
What was the use of telling ten million 
folk about a thoroughly excellent. product if 
distribution had not been properly effected?! 
Proper selection of media was another great 
factor towards economy. ey chose their

HORSE OUT OF CONTROL. 

In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
John Mooney, Dowling’s Court, lownsend 
street, was sent to prison for one month for 
assaulting Michael Phelan, a carter, in the 
employment of Messrs. Fitzpatrick, carriers, 
Hanover street, on the 15th inst. 

Phelan said that he was a member of the 
Transport Workers’ Union, and was riding 
a horse when he was rushed’ by a crowd in 
Townsend street. Stones were thrown at 
him, and he was struck on the hip. The 
prisoner came up and struck him in the face, 
and also threw a brick as witness was getting 
away. He lost control of the horse, which 
galloped up and down the street. 

Arthur Joyce, another carter, said that he 
also was riding a horse from the forge when 
he was attacked by the crowd. He saw 
stones thrown at Phelan, who lost control 
of his horse. A woman tried to throw a 
shawl over Phelan’s head so that the crowd 
could attack him. 

Sergeant Devaney said that, when charged 
and cautioned, the prisoner said that between 
5 and 5.30 o'clock on the day in question 
he saw two of Fitzpatrick’s carters at the 
corner of Peterson’s lane. They were on 
horse-back. -One of them threw an iron bar 
at him and struck him on the foot with it. 

Sergeant Devaney said that, the police took 
a seripis view of these assaults on Fitz- 
patrick’s carters. It was evident that they 
were organised. 

MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

Stating that it was a case of mistaken 
identity, Mr. Cussen refused informations in 
the case of William McCarthy, employed by 
the Workers’ Union of Ireland as a motor 
driver, who was charged with having wilfully 
obstrueted. and intimidated Charles Reville, 
bread van driver for Messrs. O'Rourke and 
Company, bakers, Stere street. 

The case was that between 7 and 8 o'clock 
on the night of the 18th inst. Reville was 
driving his van along Parnell square when 
he was overtaken by a Crossley motor car. 
The driver stopped in front of his horse and 
dismounting, called him “A dirty scab.’ 
Reville identified McCarthy as the man who 
had sto him on the occasion. 

For the defence it was sworn by Mr. 
Sutton, Secretary of the Workers’. Unior. of 
Ireland, and Charles Horne that McCarthy 
was working in a garage at the back of 
Unity Hall, Marlborough street, from 9.30 
a.m. till 10.45 p.m. on the 18th.
